IbxssKorue advised that while living in Munich, Germany, 
he met and ti&rried tire:. Kasncxus and they have a nine year old 
son, Ferenc Kcezwua, Ji". 3c stated he and his family came to 
the United gt&fcea Li-. IGSi, ami in 19SC- they tec ame citisens of 
the united Static. Konearus related that after their arrival 
in the United States, he and his family liveni in Watsonville, 
California, until about July oi j.352, when they eaiao to ga shing ;; oat, 
D.C., Where they have resided to this date. 

In relating events in his military career, Kossoarus 
told of an Incident which happened about 1340 stum he was teaching 
at the Military Academy in Bucharest. He seated that several 
Soviet diplomatic official* received permission to visit the 
academy and he was one of the officers ordered to show them about. 
Ss stated it was quite evident to bis that one of the Soviet 
officials attempted to foster ais friendship and to ’"pump” hits 
for inf an*at ion. Komorue advised that he quickly discouraged 
this effort oo the part of the Soviet. 

After relating this incident, Kossorus and his wife 
were asked If either has had any other contacts with Soviet bloc 
offidilc. Both advised that they have had no contact with any 
Soviet bloc official and they too* of so one who has contacted 
or beea contacted by any Soviet or satellite official. Mr. and 
Mrs* Kofleserus stated that because of the ■ widespread plundering, 
hilling and raping that they experienced in Europa, which took 
place under Soviet domination, they would find any association 
with Soviet bloc officials extremely distasteful, and if contacted 
by them, they would endeavor to terminate such an association ae 
quickly as possible. At this point Kossorus stated that his 
background and apposition to Soviet Russia, both in military and 
civilian life, is undoubtedly veil known to the Soviet bloc 
officials and he is doubtful that they would attempt to contact 
him. 



hr. doeaaeus advised that all members of his immediate 
family ware killed daring the war years in Hungary and to his 
knowledge he has no living relatives in Europe. Be also stated 
that he knows no one who is presently affiliated with tho present 
Hungarian Government or any other Soviet bloc government, and he 
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biU«VM that all the Army officer* and ga m awat official* 
whan h* had* while serving with the Hungarian Any havo near 
fl*d Hungary or have bees killed toy the Soviet Regiae. 

Bra. iwaru a stated that hat* aether and a later are 
pr e sen tly living in Hungary la eztreae poverty and she i* 
constantly f oarful of their Safety under the coomb 1st regia*. 

Sh* advlaed that on occasion «bo sends psdkage* of clothing and 
aadieiae to her retetiveei however, ehc doe* not send se e d y 
h acess e ah* believe* that would bring uowantod attention of 
local eoaanalnt officials upon her nether and slater.

Xsnsorus advised that As is an artist and exhibited several of 
her paintings. She stated that she is prlnarily engaged in doing 
CB ss er cial art work for the Floetwood Art Conpauy in Us* York City, 
and art work of a religious and husanitarian nature for such 
organisation* as the Sungari \a federation, Incorporated, and the 
Hungarian kef ore federation of Aaeriea, both located in 
VSdhlngtoa, D.C*

interest od in their rellgior. and that their only outside activity 
is in relation to their noabershtp in the Presbyt'** 4 ’*" Church.
